Washington, April 14.—4.00 p. m.—It is 


certain now that the senate will not vote 
on the Cuban resolution before tomorrow. 
Vote probably will not come before to- 
morrow night, A dozen senators still 
want to talk. 


The debate in the senate is as bitter, 


although more dignified than that in the 
house yesterday.

votes.

Washington, April 14.—The testimony 


before the senate committee on foreign 
affairs oh the relations of the United 
States with Cuba were published today. 
The principal thing i* Sen. Lee's testi- 
mony.

Frank J. Pease is in the Geld as a candi- 


date for the office of chief engineer of the 
fire department in opposition^ to W. L.

The contest will be 
earnest and even bitter, owing to the 
feeling engendered by the troubles of the 
department the pasi year. Some mem- 
bers of the company were opposed to 
Chief Crosier last year, but he waa re- 
elected.

General Alger Has Been the War 


Member of That Body. 


WISE ASD PRACTICAL ADVISER, 


Interesting Facts Concerning the Rela- 


tions of Senator Banna and tbe Presi- 
dent—A Crank With a Cane—Peculiar 
Phases of tbe Spanish Agitation. 


"WASHINGTON, April 14. -~ [Special.] — 


There is one member of President MoKln- 
ley's cabinet who feels that he has been 
vindicated by recent events. General Alger, 
tbe secretary of war, has from the first be- 
lieved that we were sure to have aserious 
time with Spain. He said so last summer 
when the president's policy of pressing 
Spain up to the point of surrendering 
Cuba by a series of steps and pressures 
was first formulated, end be has never 
wavered in his belief. So believing, he 
has argued for aggressive action not be- 
cause he wanted war, but because he be- 
lieved trouble was inevitable, and he 
wanted to get through with it as quickly 
S3 possible. 


Vigorous War Secretary. 


On account of his conviction, his Strong 


love for liberty and hia keen sympathy 
with any people struggling for freedom, 
Secretary Alger has for months been 
known as the "jingo member of tbe cabi- 
net." I am not nwaro that General Alger 
has ever been disinclined to accept this 
title. He has not been rampant for war, 
unreasonable and excitable, but he has 
steadily maintained a dignified belief that 
war was coming and that the best thing 
we could do was to shape our policies to 
that end. How much credit should be 
ghen to General Alger for his foresight, 
for his early and constant urging that the 
government should take tlmo by the fore- 
lock and prepare for tho worst, so that 
were war to corao it might be quickly dis- 
posed of with a triumph of our arms, I do 
not pretend to know, but the gossip in 
Washington is that be has been of inesti- 
mable service to his country in this re- 
spect. He has been besides a wise and 
practical adviser, a stanch supporter ot 
the president at all times and a most 
effective nnd vigorous secretary of war. 


Thoro has been so iiuioh gossip about 


Senator Hanna's attitude during tbe Span- 
ish crisis that I fuel like telling a few in- 
teresting facts which have come to my 
ears. It is not my business to defend Mr. 
'Banns, but it is worth while to repeat a 
description of -him which I heard from the 
lips of n member of the cabinet. 


Senator Banna's Attitude. 


"Mr. Banna is mooh misunderstood," 


•aid this cabinet officer. "He makes no 
effort to 'run' the president. Mr. Banna 
looks up to tho president aa a great big 
man. 
Ho has not that boundless confi- 


dence in himself which would enable him 
to do anything more than to offer his 
opinions in a respectful way. No .man 
\vljo coiuos in contact with President Mc- 
Kinloy rtmld tako any other view ot him. 
Tlio president encourages frank expression 
of ovinion, but he has a dignity and a 
bowing through which no sensible man 
would attempt to thrust Impertinent or 
imistsnt influence. Mr. Hanna, I hap- 
pen to know, has been very careful in all 
this. Ho bus recognized the president not 
only ni liia offlcinl hut as his intellectual 
superior nnd 1ms always conducted him- 
self properly and as a man should in the 
presence of tho president of tho United 
States. 


"Moreover, I am nble to say," con- 


tinued this cabinet man, "that Mr. Ban- 
na's companionship and ndvleo—for the 
Ohio sunator Is a companionable man and 
one of strong, good sense—the president 
greatly appreciates. H« haft never shown 
tbe e)irbt«st irritation about it: ouite the 


•onmry. i'm» u ino bot» proof In tiio 
world *b«t Mr. Bran* baa kept bit plaoo, 
' like * gentleman, for any on* that knows 


William MoKluley ma I know him is awurti 
that any other conduct would be qulukly 
resented. There have boon n groat deal of 
tuiiunderfltandlng about this Hanna mat- 
tor and no end of lying and malice. Mr. 
Banna ban not been a peace at any price 
man at all. On tho contrary, his bobby 
has been that tho oreeidont should be lut 
alone to work out tho problem in his own 
way. 


That Senator Hauna la a man of cour- 


age I know. Ono day, uot long ago, thu 
Ohio senator was walking down the 
itreet when be was accosted byu specimen 
of tho genus crank, who wanted to take 
the senator to tusk about the silver ques- 
tion. It seems tho crank bad sent Banna 
& number of letters advising him what to 
do about silver nnd outlining a most elab- 
orate programme for the BspubUcan par- 
ty. 
To theso long nnd impractical oorn- 


nuinioations tho senator had not glvon n 
reply, so the letter writer came up to Han- 
na in an insulting and ofTonsive manner, 
and wbon ho was told to bo a little more 
civil in his talk bo raised a big cane 
which he was carrying, stepped in front 
of tho senator and threatened him «ith 
personal chastisement then nnd there. 
Hanna did not iliuoh. Ho seized the man 
by iho shoulders, shook him a bit, looked 
him in the eye nnd told him that ho was 
making a fool of himself and that thu 
best thing he could do wag to make 
>il 


with himself as fast as possible. Some- 
what to Mr. Hanna'a surprise, the crank 
accepted this advice and vamoosed. 


Ui^juat Suspicions. 


One of tho peculiar phases of this whole 


Spanish agitation has been the suspioious- 
ness and abuse so rampant in certain cir- 
cles. Public men, even the president of 
the United States, have been charged with 
all sorts of crime and trickery. If one 
were to believe balf he hears, there are 
few honest men in Washington, but all 
•re looking after army contracts or are 
trying to work the stock market. I am 
not a hero worshiper, and I try to kesp 
my ears and eyes open, but I must confess 
that, although tolerably familiar with 
what is going on, I have seen Tory little 
indeed upon which to base such accusa-

COUNSEL TO THE CUBAN JUNTA, 


Be Is Dader Thirty, Bos MM»* •< His Owm 


OB* ferves Without FreMBt Beware. 
Steph.n Barton of the Bed Cross SooUty. 
Tonunaay Forgotten. 


NEW YOKE, April 14.—[Special. ]~Ho- 


ratio 8. Rubens, tbe young lawyer whose 
utterances as counsel to tbo Cuban junta 
in New York have brought him promi- 
nently before tbe public, is only 99 years 
old, and, no matter io what light his talk 
about the Cuban insurgents firing on the 
American flag may be regarded, it is true 
that he Is a right clever chap, who i* sure 
to wnko himself heard of again. 


Bubens is a native of this city, though 


of German descent, and has resided here 
practically all his life, his absences from 
New York including only the periods of 
his attendance at school in Cambridge and 
gome rather extended trips to Cuba nnd 
elsewhere. His education was obtained at 
Columbia college and tbe New York and 
Harvard law schools. He became Inter- 
ested in Cuba by reason of hit acquaint- 
ance with Gonzalo da Quesada, who was 
his chum at Columbia. 
• 


8arv«s Without Far. 


Unlike soirio college friendships, that 


bstwcen Bubens and Quesada was not 
terminated when their college intimaoy 
camo tn an end, nor was the interest felt 
by Rubens In Cuba allowed to grow less. 
Some time before tbo present insurrection 
broke out it was suggested by Quesada to 
Rubens that he might eventually be able 
to serve tbe cause for which he jrofessod 
euch profound sympathy, and this sugges- 
tion was heartily agreed to by Jose Marti, 
the "father of tbe revolution." 


Whether this notion was looked upon 


with favor by Mr. Rubeas at tbe begin- 
ning is not altogether dear, but eventual- 
ly be came to indorse it as heartily as his 
Cuban friends and at one time expressed 
the hope that ho might enter Into tbe serv- 
ice of Cuba immediately on leaving school. 
The revolutionists were not ready to let 
slip the dogs of war nt that time, however, 
and in default of service in their behalf, 
therefore, Mr. Rubens began his active 
career aa a private practitioner. 


When tbe Cuban uprising actually took 


place, all bands rouod were more than 
willing that be should serve as counsel to 
tbo junta, especially as, though not rich, 
he has a sufficient fortune of bis own to 
enable him to act without pay, at least for 
the present. 


It may be that bii first intention was to 


combine bis private practice with the de- 
fending of filibusters and other junta 
service, but if so be was seriously disap- 
pointed, for bis duties to tbe junta have 
kept him very busy ever since be began 
them, and be has long occupied one of the 
little offices rented by tbe Cubans at 56 
New street. An official of the junta told 
roe yesterday that Rubens bad been con- 
cerned in the defense of every filibuster 
case but three, and that in every one of 
bis cases acquittal has been tbe result, 
while in the others there was conviction. 
Through these filibuster oases Mr. Rubens 
has naturally acquired a degree of knowl- 
edge of the practice and principles of in- 
ternational law such as is not often gained 
by a practitioner of less than 30 years. 
This be believes will go far in the future 
to recompense him for his time and labor, 
to say nothing of any rewards that may 
be his should the republic of Cuba became 
an actual entity. 


Personally Mr. Rubens is a pleasant 


man to meet. He is of light complexion, 
though nob a blond, and shows distinct 
traces of his German ancestry. At school 
be wag a bard student, and he is now a re- 
markably well informed ynung man. He 
bas not developed himself mentally at the 
expense of bis body, however, for be 
weighs 180 pounds, and his muscles ore 
supple as rawhide and bard aa wood. That 
be is fond of the pleasures of life is evi- 
denced by tbe fact that be belongs to tbe 
Arion society. Quesada, the school friend 
through whom Rubens first took an inter- 
est in Cuban affairs, Is pretty well known 
in 'Washington, where be is the diplomatic 
agent of the insurgents. 


A Blan For tb« Hao*. 


Tbe present situation with regard to 


Bed Cross matters bas made Stephen Bar- 
ton, nepbew of Clara Barton, the society's 
founder, a busier man than ever. Be ia 
a man of about 60, with fine manners, de- 
cidedly gray .hair and mustache and a 
rather Impressive front, though be is by 
no means stout. He talks In n smooth, 
well modulated voice, not oily, but per- 
suasive and of tbe quality that holds tbe 
attention and convinces tbe listener that 
tbe speaker knows exactly what be wants 
and means to get it whether or no. 


Time alone can decide as to bis fitness 


for tbe work DOW before him, in any 
event, but tho impression received by tbe 
visitor at tbe Cuban relief headquarters la 
that be is exactly the right man in tbe 
right place. At first sight be appears to bo 
ono of those men who are capable under 
pressure of doing more work in on hour 
than some others oag do in a day, and 
tbis idea grows rather than otherwise as 
you watch him. And, while bis actions oc- 
casionally indicate that he may be a bit 
nervous and hurried, tbo nervousness and 
burry are not such as displayed by tbe 
weak or inconsequential, but rather such 
as often characterize men of marked trans- 
acting abilities. 


Tammany Forgotten. 


It's astonishing bow completely Mr. 


Croker, bis Tammany government, bis

A Drought Beiistinc Plant. 


The chief reason why alfalfa hay will 


grow in the short grass country IB that 
it bcti long roots. They have been known 
to strike 26 feet deep for moisture. The 
plant will not thrive, therefore, in soil 
that is not open and deep. An ideal 
place for its growth is along the river 
bottoms in the western part of Kansas— 
land under which great lakes of "sheet 
water," miles upon miles in extent, are 
found from 10 to 85 feet below *h9 sur- 
face. The roots of alfalfa readily push 
down to the water and drink when they 
need moisture, and the result is that 
the plant blossoms and prospers and be- 
comes a never failing sonros of revenue 
to the man who cultivates it. On the 
rolling uplands, where there is scarcely 
an average rainfall of 25 inches a year, 
the plant will live and produce bay 
nearly always. It makes good pasturage 
under ordinary conditions there and is 
almost certain every year to produce st 
fine crop of seed. All the uplands ara 
fertile enough, the only trouble about 
making use of that fertility being the 
lack of moisture. Irrigation haa not yet 
succeeded in bringing water in abun- 
dance to the assistance of the tiller of 
the soil in this region, and therefore 
only such a plant can live as has deep 
roots and a pertinacity that even tha 
hot winds of Kansas cannot shake.—« 
Franklin Matthews in Harper's Weekly.

rairopean armies vary considerably 


from the American, or. more properly, 
the United States, army, and there is a 
marked distinction between the conti- 
nental bodies of troops in their dress, 
equipments, 
morale, 
marching 
and 


fighting qualities. 


The eyes of Europe have been turned 


to the Spanish army during the recent 
operations of that armed farce in both 
Cuba and the Philippine islands, and to 
Americans the subject is of more than 
ordinary interest. 


The abundance of the physical re- 


sources of Spain and the soldierlike 
qualities of the men even when they 


of 40 officers and 250 men, as the per- 
sonal guard of the king and for interior 
service in the palace. A colonel is ap- 
pointed as captain, a lieutenant colonel 
as first lieutenant, and so the' grades 
continue, a first lieutenant serving as 
"caporal." All officers of the Spanish 
army are 
eligible for the Albardero 


corps, one-half of the vacancies being 
filled by candidates selected for their 
special qualifications and the remain- 
der by promotion on seniority within 
the corps. The men (privates) must be 
sergeants of good character and the 
best qualifications. In other words, it 
Is a battalion without a private soldier 
In its ranks. This distinguished corps 


mounted regiments. Th,e cavalry offi- 
cers' enter through the college at Valla- 
dolid by competition and after a course 
of three years are appointed to their 
regiments as second lieutenants. In ad- 
dition to these two regiments the cav- 
alry branch includes eight regiments of 
lancers, four of dragoons and 14 of 
chasseurs, or light horse, with some 
other local establishments and depots 
of remounts and for the- training of 
horses for the service. 


The artillery of the Spanish army, like 


that of the English royal artillery, in- 
cludes the horse, field, mountain and 
garrison branches, and the gun fac- 
tories and other establishments are in 
relation with it. It has charge of stores 
of guns, arms, ammunition and "mate- 
rial" and is provided with field ranges, 
gunnery schools, a scientific and prac- 
tical museum and other necessary ad- 
juncts. 
The actual formation of the 


artillery is 13 regiments of the field 
branch, each of four six gun batteries, 
a regiment of horse artillery and three 
belonging to the mountain branch, all 
these having the same number of bat- 
teries and guns as in the field artillery. 
There are additionally ten battalions of 
garrison gunners and four companies of 
artificers. At the present time the Span- 
ish army has guns of two kinds—the 
krupp and the placencia, of bronze or 
sleel, with 3.5 inch and 3.1 inch caliber. 


The officers of the force enter through 


the college at Segovia, the admission 
being by competitive examination be- 
tween civilian candidates and young 
officers from other corps. The studies 
cover a period of five years, and promo- 
tion is always by seniority, but on 
reaching the fourth year of their edu-

become second lieutenants and are pro- 
moted to the full lieutenancy on ap- 
pointment to the corps at the close of 
their scholastic term at Segovia. The 
arrangements for the training and 
maintenance of the effective condition 
of the artillery seem to be excellent. 
That they know the art of war there is 
no doubt; that they can practice it sue- 
cessfully is a question_ for discussion. 
As navigators and seamen they have at 


least always been pre-eminent. Colum- 
bus found among the ancestors of these 
people the sailors brave enough to 
tempt the dangers of that voyage Into 
the waste of waters to the west. 


The general Impression of the men 


both In the Spanish army and navy Is 


explicable, All the captains general 
have depended up*n them principally 
for support, and the clviles have re- 
turned their appreciation of this, confi- 
dence by their brutalities and demoniac 
actions whenever an opportunity oc- 
ciwred for masmcra and unjustifiable 
Jclllmg, 


They are not well ''set up," do not 


present the martial bearing of a British 
or an American coldier and invite the 
contempt of the Anglo-Bujcon by their 
lack of many military characteristics. 
Still, tt does nit rvquire mu'h strength

that they have good fighting qualities, 
though they are not capable of any ex- 
tended exertion and can never compare 
favorably with the Anglo-Saxon ele- 
ment. But while the file has always re- 
ceived commendation it is the consen- 
sus of unprejudiced opinion that they 
are "badly officered." Many explana- 
tions can be offered, but there is much 
luxurious ease about the don's life, and 
even in the army he will not forego the 
first consideration for his personal ben- 
efit even if discipline must suffer. The 
best soldiers, the flower of the Spanish 
army, have been sent to the Philippines, 
those rushed out to Cuba having large- 
ly been conscripts and rude youths tak- 
en from the farms to shatter their 
health in the fever laden districts of the 
"Ever Faithful Isle." 


The peasant boys that Spain has 


driven across the Atlantic are repre- 
sentatives of her most ignorant class, 
and their own utter lack of knowledge 
of hygienic conditions helps the lurking 
disease to find ready and hapless vic- 
tims. Some of them naturally become 
imbued' with the military spirit and 
make passably effective soldiers, but 
the majority have no liking for their 
enforced profession of arms, and, con- 
trolled by a homesick feeling, ill clad 
and half paid, perhaps not for months, 
they very frequently welcome death as 
a relief from their desperate environ- 
ment. 
The home guard of Havana, 


called Guarda Civiles, native born and 
consequently inured to the climate, is 
the prominent armed force of Cuba. 
They have been thoroughly drilled, are 
vicious fighters and thoroughly hated 
by the insurgents, who recognize them 
as the dreaded genuine -enemies- of all 
liberty loving progress. 


In fact, the loyalty of the Guarda Civ- 


iles to the Spanish crown is one of the 
inexplicable conditions in Cuba. Their 
own kindred and relatives in many 
cases are in the ranks ,ot' the revolu- 
tionary forces, but they..seem animated 
by a ferocity that is as wicked as in- 


to pull a trigger, and by practice they 
may become as good marksmen as any 
habitant of a more northern latitude. 
The Englishlearned by sad experience at 
Majuba hill, when fighting the Boers in 
1881, th.it it is not necessarily drilled 
troops but superior shots that may 
win in a battle, and these insignificant 


Spanish-Cubans may possibly demon- 
strate considerable effectiveness in an 
engagement between themselves and, a 
military adversary. Again, they arc not 
susceptible, naturally, to the climatic 
changes of their own home region, and 
this is of especial advantage to them. 


Leasing Prisoner a 


It is .not only In South Africa that 


prisoners are leased out as laborers, 430 
men, women and children having been 
similarly disposed of recently at Albion, 
Fla,, by which the state has been en- 
riched by §20,000. They were virtually 
sold for a year to the four contractors 
who made the highest bids for them. 
There is no penitentiary in Florida, and 
this is the system of dealing with pris- 
oners. 
These convicts may lie sub- 


leased by their owners, and they are 
mostly employed in the phosphate mines 


and turpentine camps of the state, as 
well as in roadmaking. It is hardly to 
be wondered at that a cdrnmittee of the 
senators of the state legislature last 
spring 
who visited the camp where 


th.eso persons \vere employed found that 
in the majority of cases they had poor 
and insufficient food and that they wore 
made to live in poor accommodations 
and were generally badly treated. 


Extraordinary Township,

You probably said this on the supposi- 


tion that the city could not in common 
decency refuse to pay such bilta. But it 
has done so, and it is only owing to the 
leniency of the board of control of the 
hospital that suit has not in times pasl 
been brought against the city to compel 
it to pay the bills, small as they were.

POLITICAL SMOKE TALK, 


Letter From Formsr Resident, 


Many of the friends of Thomas H. 


Johnson, who lived here from 184-1 to 
1888, and was a prominent Odd Fellow 
and Mason, will be pleased to hear from 
him. from the beautiful new Masonic 
Home in Springfield, Ohio. In a recent 
letter he write* as follows of his residence 
here: 


"In my younger days, October 2,1842,1 


left Philadelphia under engagement with 
Brown, Harris & Witmarth ia the, capac- 
ity of designer and sketch maker, remain- 
ing with them until their assignment 
after which Iwas employed in the same 
capacity by the firm of Arnold Jackson & 
Co. at the Union print works. In 1844 I 
was married to Melissa Oheesbro and set- 
tled in yonr then small Tillage.

left North Adams in 1S54. In 1852,1 wa» 
entered, passed, and raised to the degree 
of a master Mason, aed subsequently ex- 
alted to the degree of a Bbyal Arch Ma- 
sou, where I now am enjoying the bene- 
fits of the Onio Masonic Home, which 
was opened April 1,1667, acknowledged as 
one of the finest homes in the country." 


One «f Hit Last Letters Denied Knowl- 


edge ef Reed Murder*. 


Charles A. Boinay, coovieted of the 
jnrder of George Nichols of Trambull, 
Ot.,July 29, was hanged at the state 
nison at Wethersfleld at 12.18 thin stori- 
ng. Boinay has been suspected by many 
f having keen connected with the Reed 
murder* ia this eity, discovered on the 
Morning of August 7. As already reported 
n this paper, Boinay wrote a letter just 
Before his death tellljg that he was 1ft 
Mttsfleld on the morning of August 7. 
State Detective Pease baa never been 


satisfied that Boinay and Weeks had no 
3onnectioB with this double murder and 
evoral visits have been made by him to 
he state prison at Weathersfield with a 
view to getting a statement from Boinay 
»r Weeks. Detective Pease has bean as- 
iated in every way by Warden Wood- 
bridge with the result that Boinay wrote 
he letter in answer to their questions. 
Boinay's statement shows that Weeks 


and himself arrived in Ptttsfleld about 2 
o'clock on the morning of Saturday, 
August 7. The Reed >murder was sup- 
josed to have Occurred lees than two 
ipurs befor •, Boinay claimed to hav» re- 
mained in Pittsfleld several hours during 
the day, visiting and making purchases at 
stores. 


It is a singular coincident that Boinay 


and Weeks, two men convicted of one 
murder and suspected of participating in 
others, according to Boinay's statement, 
were but 20 miles away from the scene of 
*,his tragedy, and a few hours from the 
,ime the murder was supposed to have 
occurred. The crime was discovered 
early on the morning of August 7 and at 
that time Boinay and Weeks claim to 
tiave been in a saloon in Pittsfleld a dis- 
tance of only 20 miles. 


Boinay's statement is considered correct 


by those who knew him, although the 
coincidence will lead some to think still 
that he may have had some connection 
with the affair in this city. Boinay'fl letter 
closes with the. statement:- "My life is 
fast drawing to a close, and there is no 
reason why I should lie to you. I know 
absolutely nothing about the North 
Adams affair. I have been suspected and 
accused of many other crimes that I 
never heard of till after my arrest."
